There were 29 cases of murder 
in the Colony during 1985, says 
the annua! report of the Inspector 
General of Police, Straits Settfe- 
ments. These cases involved the 
deaths of 32 persons and inju-t 
to six others. ; 


The numbers of cases in re- 
cent years were 50 in 1931, 47 in 
1932, 28 in 1933 and 26 in 1934. 


Some of the reports of homicide 
‘were eventually reclassified by the 


Courts as culpable homicide not 


lamounting to murder, while in 


others the offenders were found 


guilty of lesser offences such as 
causing hurt.

Gang Robbery
